OTTAWA — Jan. 13 — (CUP) 
— The students' council at the 
University of Ottawa came close 
to censuring one of the student 
editors Sunday, for his part in 
the passing of the Charier of the 
Student Press In Canada,. at the 
annual Canadian University Press 
last December. 

At McGIll, the Students' Execu- 
tive Council voted Monday night 
to accept "in principle" the Char- 
ter. - 

However, the Council refused 
to put its principles Into action 
and defeated a motion which 
would have placed a guarantee 
of editorial freedom in the Stu- 
dents' Society constitution. . 

BEÀUB1EN CHARGED^^ 
Michel Beaubien, '^'associate- 
editor of La Rotonde, tho Ottawa 
paper, faced a charge of cen- 
sorship because he had demand- 
ed, and vigorously participated 
in, the creation of the charter 
which deals with the freedom of 
the student press. Council mem- 
ber Pierre Joanisse claimed M. 
Beaubien did not spcalt for the 
council. 

M. Beaubien told delegates to 
the CUP conference that tsucli a 
charter was essential' because ^of 
"certain influence 'that obliged 
French member i^^ers to adopt 
certain attitudes for tear of re- 
prisals". He also stressed the 
belief that the Canadian student 
press should be free from nil ex- 
ternar pressures, financial or 
otherwise. 



Following the proposal of the 
motion, iL Beaubien defended 
his action, stating that the facts 
were and that "the main purpose 
of the speech was the adoption 
of a student press charter, by 
which the- member newspapers 
of the Canadian University Press 
would sound a collective voico 
against these types of interfe* 
rence". - ' . 



JeaîTCSrrlère, editor of La Ro. 
tonde, and Ontario Regional pre* 
sident, defended his associate, 
"M. Beaubien dit not speak for 
himself at the Quebec conference, 
he said. He spoke for-the delega- 
tion from La Rotonde. If you aro 
going to censure anyone, it 
should be La Rotonde, and not 
M. Beaubien. Furthermore, . 1 ■ 
would ask that if a vote is going 
to be taken, you change the mo- 
tion of censure to one . of non» 
confidence which entails my re- 
signation." ^ 

MOTION WITHDRAWN 'i 

At this point, council presi- 
dent André Oucliet, pointed out 
to tho council that it would bs 
unwise to add to the publicity 
that the University of Ottawa has 
already gained by Its past ac- 
tions against La Rotonda. Here 
M. Joanisse withdrew his motion. 

The Council then passed a mo- 
tion stating that it considered M. 
Bcaublen's statements as personal 
opinions, and. that they did not 
reflect those of the council.

Under tho Department of Geo- 
graphy, McGlll has as well entered 
upon extensive research hi tropi- 
cal geography. Investigations are 
being conducted hito the relation- 
ship between the energy and mois» 
ture balances of the earth's sur- 
face and tho growth of vegetation, 
especially the cultivated crops and 
studies on humid, tropical settle- 
ment. The Barbados Government 
has granted Ave acres of valuable 
sugar cane to tliis department for 
experimental purposes. The McGlll 
Department is also assisting hi 
the search for new pasture grass 
and a start was made last summer 
on a land utilization survey of tho

IN SEVENTH YEAR 

The Belloks Research Institute 
has been actively- functioning since 
1954.

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To Clear the Air 

Willi the calling of a new election for n 
representative from .Commerce, the Stiulents' 
Executive Council Monday night completed 
Avhat we hope is the last chapter of the most 
ludicrous and botched up affair we have seen 
.the student government handle in our four 
years at McGill. What started out as just an 
ordinary S.E.C. election has become lost in a • 
smokescreen of official and unofficial charges 
and protests, an infinity of innuendos and imr 
plications regarding both the candidate who 
protested the original Commerce election and 
student electoral officials. Interested persons 
can read the entire story 'in S.E.C. minutes 
which .should be posted on each faculty notice 
board. 

But now that the smoke has partially 
cleared we might perhaps make a few observa- 
tions. Firstly, and most important, it has been 
demonstrated that the S E.C. is not the "clique" 
some persons have accused it of being, but 
rather a body which will go to great lengths to 
see that justice is done. Secondly, the Council 
has learned a well deserved lesson the hard 
■way —•never run an election without an ade- 
quate and weli enforced set of rules, (Steps 
Jiave been taken so that the proposed new cons- 
titution of the Students' Society will include 
such a provision.) \. • 

In the lightfbf . a new election, however, 
voters in Commerce would do well to forget that 
the question of irregularities ever came up. 
Once again they will be asked to cast their vote 
for a candidate of their choice and they should 
ignore any implication arising from the irre- 
gularity and subsequent investigations. As far 
as we are concerned, both- candidates are - of 
the ulmost integrity. . ■ 

The proven irregularity is most logically 
explained as one of human- error in handling 
out ballots in R.V.C. Conceivably,^, flurried 
deputy, returning officers could mistakenly 
liave "given ballots to nourCommerce students 
voting in the Women's Union election at R.V.C. 
And, even if the irregularity were of a deli- 
berate nature, we believe that no candidate had 
a hand in such "ballot box stuffing". Rather, 
if it were deliberate, and we have grave doubts 
that it was, it could have been no more than 
, "over-helpful" friends, acting without the can- 
. didate's knowledge. Consequently, jk>'e cannot 
state too strongly that the in'égulw'iUes^^^^ 
investigation- should not prejudice the new. 
election in Commerce. We hope that students 
will castiheir votes solely on the basis of which; 
candidate they believe to be the most qu.nlified.
